“Por some time it looked as if wé 
might have been getting our landing 
leave for the holiday son, but we 
got it the week before, and so wer 
camp, and it was here we 
passed our first Christmas as soldiers 
It was something new for all of us, but 


I believe we all spent it better than 
we imagined we would. Of course, 
there was not much to do, Dinner 
was the first “parade” that day, and 


we were unsparingly served with roast 
beef and plum pudding, Some of the 
boys thought they could improve upon 
the bill of fare set out in the rations 
sheet for the day, so they clubbed to 
gether and purchased turkeys, geese, 
fruits and delicacies of all kinds, 
One of them told me they were mak- 
ing the best of a bad job, and invited 
me to take a look. When I did I saw 
one of the finest Christmas dinners I 
have ever seen—the tables being 
laden with good and tempting eats al- 
most to the point of extravagance, It 


made my mouth water, for our hut 
hadn't thought of the idea until it 
was too late to inake the necessary 


purchases, 


Think of Volks at Home, 


Each hut has about 3% men in it,

The United Farmers of Albe ria coneluded the business of the

prohibitory measures. The convention also affirmed its previous de 
cision calling for a commission to enforce the administration of the 
Alberta Liquor Act, 

Resolutions were also adopted asking the federal government to 
retain the R.N.W.M.P. for the administering the criminal law in Al 
herta, in favor of improvement of the parcel post so as to make the 
service more competitive with the express companies and of more set 
vice to the farming community; asking that pit cattle guards be sub- 
stituted for the present very ineffective guards now in use on western 
railways; requesting the government to operate coal mines pe nding 
the settlement of a dispute between operators and employ and 
that the manufacture of denatured alcohol be free of internal r

The ground covered by Portage 
avenue has a gradual rise from 101st 
street to 121st street, but is somewhat 
rolling, and two large’ sioughs are 
crossed, one at 108th street, and the 
other at 115th street. The knolls on 
each side of the sloughs were cover- 
ed with from one to two feet of black 
loam resting on a heavy clay. Two 
years previous to the beginning of the 


permanent construction, this street 
was graded with a roadway 30 feet 
wide. Contemplating further con- 
structio nthis roadway was graded 
with an offset from the centre line 
sufficient to clear the street railway 
allowance, This was found to be a 


great help as material teams and traf- 
fic continued to use the old graded 
roadway during the construction of 
the street railway tracks. 

The total construction from 101st 
street to 12Ist street was completed 
in three years, a third each year, The 
first section of paving and street rail- 
Way construction was completed in 
1014 by the National Paving Company 
of Winnipeg, the balance was com- 
pleted in 19 and 1916 by the Crown 
Paving Company of Calgary and Ed- 
monton, The conerete walks con- 
structed on the three sections were 
built by Messrs. Swasnson & Kaline 
In carrying out this work, the con- 
tractors did their best to make this 
street one of the finest in the city, 

In taking out the excavation for the 
roadway and sidewalks, over 382,000 
cubie ris were removed. All of the 
sidewalk excavation and the roadway 
excavation of the first section was 
moved with dump wagons, but the 
the last two-thirds of 
street was moved with wheel 
ers.

Thee urb and gutter constructed on 
this treet is the combined type, built 
continuous throughout the block, with 
thin plate joints every 8 feet and with 
regular %-inch expansion joints each 
50 feet. The body of the curb and 
gutter is made up of concrete mixed in 
the proportion of 1 part cement, 2 
parts sand and 4 parts crushed rock 
or washed gravel, with limiting size of 
one inch.
